REPORT 


OF  THE 

GENERAL  COMMITTEE  OF  GOVERNORS 

OF  ST.  LUKE’S  HOSPITAL, 

FOR  THE  YEAR  1858. 


To  the  Court  of  Governors  of  St.  Luke's  Hospital. 

In  their  last  Report,  your  Committee  directed  attention  to  the 
insufficiency  of  the  Annual  Income,  as  compared  with  the 
expenditure  required  to  maintain  the  efficiency  and  usefulness  of 
the  Charity,  shewing  an  excess  of  expenditure  of  upwards  of 
£2000,  to  meet  which,  they  were  compelled  to  sell  a  further  sum 
of  £2,000  Stock  of  the  Consolidated  3  per  Cent,  Annuities, 
making  a  total  of  £17,025  Stock,  sold  since  the  Centenary  in 
1851.  And  although  your  Committee  are  enabled  this  year  to 
report  an  increase  in  the  amount  of  benefactions  of  £484  over1 
those  of  1857,  yet  there  appears  an  excess  of  expenditure  over- 
income  during  the  past  year  of  £1,058.  19s.  9d. 

Your  Committee  in  the  month  of  March  last,  appointed  a  Sub- 
Committee  to  enquire  into  the  Financial  condition  of  the 
Hospital,  and  on  reference  to  their  Report  it  will  be  seen  that  the 
total  Average  Annual  increase  of  Expenditure,  under  the  head 
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of  House  Expenses ”  during  the  three  years  ended  31st 
December,  1857,  as  compared  with  the  Expenditure  during  the 

the  31St  DecembeD  1850,  amounted  to 
£2,200.  9s.  I  Od.  The  Average  Annual  Expenditure,  under  the 

leac  0  ouse  Expenses’'  for  the  three  years  ending  31st 
December,  1857,  was  £6,019.  4s.  6d. ;  the  Expenditure  under  the 
same  head  during  the  past  year,  has  been  £5,805.  9s.  Id. 

With  a  view  to  increase  the  Income,  and  at  the  same  time  to 

extend  the  benefits  of  this  Charity  to  the  unfortunate  class  of 

ratients  who  may  be  deemed  incurable,  and  whose  re-admission 

at  7  s.  per  week  had  been  discontinued  in  conformitv  with  the 

recommendation  of  the  Sub-Committee,  Your  Committee,  subject 

to  the  approval  of  the  General  Court,  have  recently  allowed  'the 

re-admission  of  such  Patients  whose  friends  are  able  and  willing 

to  contribute  21s.  per  week  towards  their  maintenance.  A  great 

benefit  may  thereby  be  conferred  upon  a  class  of  persons  who 

may  not  be  m  a  position  either  to  bear  the  expenses  of  a  Private 

syhim,  or  to  engage  the  services  of  a  separate  Attendant  for 

he  Patients  at  their  own  homes  ;  whilst  the  admission  of  such 

toget  lei-  with  that  of  curable  Patients,  on  payment  of  a  like' 

sum  as  authorized  by  the  General  Court,  of  24th  February 

last,  may  be  calculated  ultimately  to  relieve  the  Hospital  of 

somewhat  of  its  present  financial  pressure,  although  it  must  be 

remembered  that  the  Income  derivable  from  such  sources,  must 

necessarily  be  small  and  at  the  same  time  fluctuating  and 
precarious. 


Numerous  alterations  yet  remain  to  be  effected  in  the  Building 
to  complete  the  efficiency  of  its  internal  arrangement,  as  well  as 
to  improve  its  external  appearance;  but  however  greatly  they 
may  be  needful  and  desirable,  your  Committee  are  reluctantly 
compelled  to  defer  making  such  alterations,  until  sufficient  Funds 
be  placed  at  their  disposal  for  that  purpose being  unwilling 
further  to  encroach  upon  their  Funded  Property. 

Since  the  last  Annual  Court,  the  Commissioners  in  Lunacy 
have  made  their  usual  Official  visit  to  the  Hospital,  pursuant  to 
Sec.  61  of  the  Act  8  &  9  Vic.,  Cap.  100.  In  their  observations, 
dated  12th  March,  1858,  recorded  in  the  “Visitors'  Book,"  kept 
for  that  purpose,  are  some  suggestions  for  further  improvements ; 
and  m  concluding  their  Beport,  they  express  their  approval  of 
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the  admission  of  Patients  whose  friends  are  able  and  willing  to 
contribute  towards  their  maintenance  in  the  Hospital. 

Your  Committee  announce  with  regret,  the  deaths  of  Henry 
Frederick  Stephenson,  Esq.,  and  Charles  Ranken,  Esq.,  late 
Members  of  the  Committee;  and  the  resignation  of  John 
Lavicount  Anderdon,  Esq.,  and  that  of  Claude  George 
Thornton,  Esq.,  from  whose  zealous  exertions  on  behalf  of 
the  Hospital,  many  contributions  have  been  made  to  its  Funds. 

In  order  to  obviate  the  difficulty  that  may  arise  in  obtaining 
an  adequate  attendance  at  their  Monthly  Meetings,  in  consequence 
of  the  List  of  Governors  forming  the  General  Committee,  being 
suddenly  reduced  by  resignations  and  deaths,  Your  Committee 
have  agreed  to  the  following  Resolution. 

“  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  next  General  Court,  that 
«  Article  12  of  the  General  Regulations  for  the  Government  of 

the  Hospital,  should  be  altered,  so  as  to  allow  of  vacancies  in 
“  the  General  Committee  being  filled  up  from  time  to  time  by 
u  the  General  Committee.” 

With  respect  to  supplies  for  the  past  year,  Your  Committee 
contracted  from  the  1st  April,  until  the  30th  September  last,  for 
the  usual  kinds  of  Butcher’s  Meat  at  4s.  7d.  per  stone  of  8  lbs. ; 
and  have  further  contracted  from  the  1st  October  last  until  the 
31st  March  next,  for  the  same,  at  the  rate  of  4s.  4d.  per  stone  of 
8  lbs.  Your  Committee  contracted  from  the  1st  April  until  the 
30th  September  last,  for  the  best  wheaten  bread  at  6d.  for  a  4  lb. 
loaf;  for  flour  at  9s.  per  bushel;  and  for  oatmeal  at  2s.  3d. 
per  peck  ;  and  have  further  contracted  from  the  1st  October  last 
to  the  31st  March  next,  for  the  best  wheaten  bread  at  6d.  for  a 
4  lb.  loaf;  for  flour  at  9s.  per  bushel ;  and  for  oatmeal  at  2s.  4d. 

per  peck. 

As  regards  the  patients  admitted  to  the  benefits  of  this 
Charity,  your  Committee  report  that  there  have  been  received 
into  the  Plospital  since  the  31st  December,  1857,  and  up  to  the 
31st  December,  1858,  135  patients  deemed  curable. 

During  the  same  period,!  there  have  been  discharged  cured 
82  ;  uncured  36 ;  as  unfit  3  ;  at  the  request  of  their  friends  6  ; 
and  there  have  died  8.  Since  the  30th  July,  1751,  the  day  on 
which  the  Hospital  was  first  opened  for  the  reception  of  Patients, 
and  up  to  the  31st  December  1858  inclusive,  there  have  been 
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admitted  into  the  Hospital  19,463  patients,  deemed  curable  on 
their  admission  ;  of  whom  there  have  been  discharged.

Since  the  opening  of  the  Hospital  in  1751,  and  up  to  the  31st 
of  December,  1858,  there  have  been  re-admitted  760  patients

To  the  President 9  Vice-Presidents ,  Treasurer ,  and  Governors 

of  St  Luke's  Hospital 

My  Lords,  Ladies,  and  Gentlemen, 

On  reviewing  tire  History  of  St.  Luke’s  Hospital 
for  the  last  few  years,  it  occurs  to  us,  as  a  subject  on  which  v  e 
may  reasonably  congratulate  the  Governors,  that  we  find  our¬ 
selves  with  so  few  of  what  have  hitherto  been  the  main  topics 
of  our  Annual  Report.  Although  some  few  alterations  in  the 
Building  and  Grounds,  recommended  in  our  last  report,  have 
not  been  carried  out,  owing  to  the  want  of  funds  for  the  puipose, 
we  feel  that  the  Hospital  npw  affords  us  every  facility  for  the 
treatment  of  Acute  Insanity,  and  that  the  Patients  experience 
all  the  comfort  that  their  unhappy  malady  would,  nuclei  an} 

circumstances,  permit  them  to  enjoy. 

The  great  feature  of  the  year’s  history,  has  been  the  reception 
into  the  Hospital  of  Patients,  who  contribute  towards  their  main¬ 
tenance.  On  the  31st  of  December  we  had  twenty  of  this  class. 

As  the  Patients  are  grouped  together  through  the  various 
wards,  in  accordance,  as  nearly  as  possible,  with  their  respective 
social  positions— and  as  all  have  the  advantage  of  a  most  liberal 
dietary,  with  the  addition  of  such  stimulants  01  other  acces¬ 
sories  as  their  cases  individually  require— no  separation  or 
special  classification  of  these  contributing  Patients  has  been 
necessary  ]  in  fact,  we  believe  that  the  reception  of  1  atients 
among  whom  anything  approaching  to  a  difference  of  grade  is 
recognised,  would  endanger  the  harmony,  and  materially  em¬ 
barrass  the  management  of  the  Hospital. 

It  must  be  encouraging  to  the  Governors  to  know,  that  the 
friends  of  this  class  of  Patients  have  universally  expressed  satis¬ 
faction  and  gratitude  at  being  able  to  avail  themselves  of  the 
privileges  so  liberally  conceded  to  them  by  your  late  regula- 
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anc^  w^onever  t-ie  matter  Las  been  discussed  by  members 
01  our  own  profession,  the  reception  of  this  class  of  Patients  into 
a  u  Jlie i  Hospital  lias  been  hailed  as  a  great  progress  towards 

l_  6  melioration  of  the  condition  of  the  insane  of  the  middle 
classes. 


In  spite  of  the  admissions  of  the  twenty-eight  Patients  of  the 
above  class,  (eight  had  been  discharged  before  the  31st  De¬ 
cember,)  the  total  number  of  admissions  was  below  that  of  pre¬ 
vious  years.  1 

We  occasion  to  mention  in  a  former  report,  this  gradual 
tailing  oft  of  the  applications  for  admission.  For  the  last  live 
years  the  admissions  have  numbered  as  follows  :  in  1854—205 
in  1855—191,  in  1856—175,  in  1857 — 176,  and  in  the  year  last 
past— 146.  The.  interruption  to  the  gradual  descent  of  the 
series  observable  in  1857,  was  owing  to  the  removal  in  that  year 
of  those  Boarders  who  had  become  chargeable  to  Parishes,  and 
the  consequent  reception  of  all  the  Patients  whose  names  were 
on  the  uncured  list.  The  admission  of  Boarders  in  .1857  was 
just  double  the  number  of  admissions  of  the  same  class  in  any 
of  the  other  years  quoted.  If  we  take  the  admissions  of  the 
fiesh  cases  only,  the  series  will  better  bear  out  our  observation* 
it  would  be  thus,  196,  177,  163,  150,  and  135  for  last  year. 

At  the  termination  of  last  year  we  had  only  150  Patients  in 
the  Hospital,  with  accommodation  for  just  twice  that  number. 
We  feel  siue  that  the  above  statements,  taken  in  connection  with 
the  condition  of  hundreds  of  the  Insane  of  the  lower  middle 
classes,  which  has  recently  elicited  considerable  public  expression 
of  feeling,  will  be  quite  argument  enough  to  induce  you  to 
enquire  into  the  means  by  which  your  great  spare  accom¬ 
modation  may  lie  made  most  readily  available  to  those  requiring 

We  are  loth  to  leave  this  very  important  subject  without 
having  placed  you  in  possession  of  all  that  occurs  to  us  as 
accounting  for  the  diminution  in  the  number  of  our  Patients,- 
Though  it  must  be  apparent  to  every  one,  that  the  class  of 
persons  hitherto  received  into  St.  Luke's  Hospital,  has  been  of 
late  years  most  abundantly  provided  for  elsewhere,  we  feel 
that  one  other  most  important  cause  of  this  falling  off  has  been, 
and  is,  the  result  of  ignorance  on  the  part  of  the  Public,  and 
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even  on  that  of  tlio  Medical  Profession,  of  the  fact  that  your 
Hospital  is  for  all  those  who  require  or  have  jnst  claims  to  such, 
being  really  in  straitened  circumstances,  a  perfectly  free  Hospital 
for  the  Insane  of  the  Middle  Classes  ;  and  we  would  beg  of  you 
to  consider  what,  if  any,  means  can  be  taken  for  bringing  this 
information  home  to  all  classes  of  the  community. 

The  Tables  accompanying  the  Beport,  will  show  you  that  the 
cures  during  the  past  year  have  been  at  the  rate  of  65  per  cent, 
on  the  number  whose  treatment  has  been  completed.  Those 
discharged  Uncured,  28  per  cent. ;  and  the  Deaths,  6  per  cent. 
These  figures  represent  as  nearly  as  possible  the  average  for 
the  last  five  years.  Several  patients  who  had  become  fatuous, 
and  for  whom  anything  like  a  material  amelioration  of  their  condi¬ 
tion  could  not  be  expected,  have  been  removed  at  the  instance 
of  the  Commissioners  of  Lunacy.  There  are  still  a  few7  more 
such  Patients,  whose  removal  would  have  been  desirable,  but  on 
consideration  of  their  respective  cases,  your  Committee  came  to 
the  conclusion,  that  their  removal  could  not  be  effected  without 
doing  such  violence  to  the  feelings  of  their  friends,  and  inflicting 
such  apparent  injustice  on  relatives  who  had  considered  them 
settled  for  life  in  the  Institution,  that  they  have  been  left  undis¬ 
turbed.  Of  course  the  removal  of  such  cases  which  are  very 
troublesome,  constantly  noisy,  and  always  unsightly,  renders  the 
Wards  much  more  comfortable  for  those  whose  intelligence  is  but 
slightly  impaired. 

We  much  regret  that  all  the  efforts  made  to  secure  for  the 
Hospital  the  small  plot  of  land  belonging  to  the  Almshouses,  and 
which  would  make  such  a  desirable  addition  to  the  Male  Airing 
Court,  have  been  hitherto  quite  unsuccessful.  However,  wre  have 
endeavoured,  as  much  as  possible,  to  make  up  for  the  deficient 
means  of  out  door  exercise  within  the  Hospital  boundaries,  by 
extending  to  their  utmost  limits  the  freedom  of  egress  from  the 
Hospital  walls.  With  this  view,  the  Female  Attendants  in  rota¬ 
tion  take  out  for  walking  exercise  four  or  five  Female  Patients 
each  morning,  and  the  Female  Night  Nurse  a  similar  number 
each  afternoon.  The  Male  Attendants  being  less  numerous,  it 
results  that  those  of  their  Patients  wdio  require  supervision,  do 
not  enjoy  quite  so  much  liberty.  It  can  at  present  only  be  ar¬ 
ranged  that  four  or  five  should  go  out  twice  or  thrice  a  week. 


Many  of  the  Male  Patients  however  have  been  trusted  out 
on  parole,  and  without  any  untoward  result.  It  will  interest 

/e  10  *earn>  ^iat  hy  these  arrangements  more 

an  one-half  of  the  Patients  under  treatment  during  the 
year  have  reaped  the  benefit  of  this  extended  exercise  and 
change  of  scene  :  visiting  by  turns  the  Crystal  Palace,  Zoo¬ 
logical  Gardens,  the  British  and  Indian  Museums,  the  Water  Color 
Exhibition,  &0.,  &e.  Some  of  the  Patients  are  also  constantly 
allowed  to  spend  a  few  hours,  or  even  the  whole  day  out  of  the 
Hospital  with  their  friends.  This  liberty  has  materially  assisted 
m  disarming  the  fears  of  many,  that  the  Hospital  was  a  place  of 
durance  from  which  there  was  no  prospect  of  deliverance. 

In  mentioning  these  increased  means  of  diversion,  we  should 
e  guilty  of  ingratitude  did  we  omit  to  mention  the  very  hand¬ 
some  gift  lately  made  to  the  Hospital  by  Edward  Walker,  Escp, 
of  a  complete  Scenic  Theatre,  which  your  Committee  have  per¬ 
mitted  to  be  fitted  up  in  a  small  out-building  that  has  been  for 
some  time  unused.  We  hope,  and  believe  that  this  Theatre  will 

be  a  great  source  of  enjoyment,  and  even  means  of  occupation 
to  the  Patients. 


The  general  health  of  the  Patients  has  been  remarkably  good 
during  the  year ;  and  we  have  no  suicide,  or  casualty  of  the 
slightest  importance  to  report.  Hardly  any  changes  have  taken 
place  in  the  staff  of  attendants,  and  we  have  reason  again 
to  testify  to  their  uniform  good  conduct  and  efficiency.  Their 
general  appearance  and  behaviour  indeed  called  forth  the  enco¬ 
miums  of  the  Commissioners  in  Lunacy  at  their  last  visit. 

In  conclusion,  we  have  only  to  thank  you  for  your  patient 
attention  to  our  various  recommendations  :  and  for  your  ready 

compliance  with  them  where  circumstances  permitted  you  to 
carry  them  out.
